ABOUT DODGE CITY COMMUNITY COLLEGE 
Dodge City Community College came into existence as a junior college in 1935 as an 
operation of the local unified school district. The college's first home was on the second floor 
of the present high school building. 


Dodge City Junior College remained in those quarters until the mid-1950’s when it moved 
six blocks south on Second Avenue to make its home in the former junior high school 
building. Things changed about 10 years later when legislation was enacted to bring junior 
colleges out from under the wing of public school districts and put their governance into the 
hands of locally elected boards of trustees. 


Ford County voted to accept fiscal responsibility for the college and the first board of trustees 
was elected in 1965. In the following year, county voters approved a $2.5 million bond issue 
for the building of anew campus. Construction of the campus began in 1968 and in March 
1970, the college moved to its 143-acre site and soon changed its name to Dodge City 
Community College. 


Dodge City Community College is one of more than 1,200 public and private community, 
technical and junior colleges in the nation that serve more than 5.25 million students. The 
college boasts more than 800 students in full-time attendance during the present semester 
and the total headcount of full-time, outreach, night and external studies participants 
exceeds 1,200 people. 


In 1988, DCCC, the third largest employer in Ford County, added to its offerings when it 
took over the post-secondary components of the Southwest Kansas Area Vocational 
Technical School. The transfer involved six vocational programs and adult education 
coming under the college’s auspices. 


The college is committed to providing quality two-year transfer programs and also provides 
quality career edcuation and brings new opportunities for lifelong learning to all the 
residents of the community, according to their needs.
